and sometimes of ev ery col­ 
or! They had to be brooded with 
hens and, of course, we lost a let. 
Poultry Gets More A ttention 
But 
when we could buy sev eral 
hun dred chicks 
at 
a time from a 
hatchery , things began to change. 
Instead of 
raising 
them 
with 
hig hly 
undependable 
hens, 
we 
started raising 
them In 
brooder 
houses under brooder 
stov es 
We 
didn’t 
hav e to 
wait for 
warm 
weather We could start them early 
in the spring when we had more 
time to take care of them. We be­ 
gan to feed them better, too. 


As a result 
of these 
change« , 
poultry raising, which was once ie- 
garded as a side line, is becoming 
a more importan t an d more proit- 
j table part of general farmin g op~ 
I eration« in the Middle West. 


We are paying atten tion 
to the 
breeding and feeding of chickens— 
as well as cattle and hogs. We are

Decoration Day. 
This year

n um ber of produce men hav e told 
me they bought 5-pound 
chickens 
before Decoration Day! 
We used to be doing w:ell to hav e 
pullets in production 
by 
October. 
This spring a man out in Iowa told 
me he had promised his father 
pul­ 
let eggs for breakfast on his birth­ 
day , which 
was the 
last of May . 
And the last few weeks 
a 
good 
man y people 
hav e told 
me their 
pullets were beginning to lay. 
Poultry raising is rapidly becom ­ 
ing a year-arounrt business instead 
of lettin g their equipment lie idle, 
m an y people are startin g 
two lots 
of chicks I know ot a hatchery in 
Iowa that 
will probably take 
off 
chicks ev ery week this year. 
It ls because we hav e hatcheries 
—an d hateherymen who are 
hon­ 
estly tryin g to put out the 
kind of 
chicks that will make mon ey for 
the people who raise them, 
th a t 
these dev elopments hav e been pos­

college indicates th a t a fall clip­ 
ping of clov er to con trol weeds in ­ 
creases the yield of hay the fol­ 
lowing year by about 20 per cent 
an d the seed production the follow­ 
ing year by about 25 per cent", he 
said 
Where 
the clov er wras 
started 
in small grain this spring, a farm ­ 
er can not afford to ov erlook clip­ 
ping his new legume 
seeding« the 
latter part of August or the first 
of September. 
"Howev er, new seeding« of leg ­ 
umes are not the only fields th a t 
need clipping,’’ H acklem an con tin ­ 
ued. "In

Illinois pastures,
